successful this week in trying to open the 
present ‘bridge so equipment could be 
brought in on a barge. After two days they 
gave it up as a bad job and the bridge re- 
mains part way open and traffic is using 
it in that. hazardous manner. Caution lights 
are being burned each night to warn, the 
public that the bridge is dangerous. 

Work has already started at the scene of 
the new bridge at Six Mile Bend. Machines 
are excavating’ the channel for the canal 
diversion where the new bridge structure 
will be erected. Final opening of the new» 
channel will be completed after the bridge 
is built, Cleary officials said. Six Mile Bend 
has been a danger spot for many years and 
several folks have met death there when- 
they ‘failed to observe signs 
noting it as a hazardous bridge. The new— 
bridge is-on an easy curve and the most 
reckless driver should be able to get around 
the curve and over the bridge without 
mishap. 

The three broken down, rough, out-moded 
and rotting bridges on Federal Highway 
441 between Pahokee and the railroad cross- 
ing at the light plant will soon be torn out 
and replaced with large culverts, according 
to advices reaching Commissioner Rardin 
from the State Road Department. These 
bridges have long since served their useful- 
ness, Rardin said, and should have been re- 
Placed years ago. Some kinks of red tape 
have been ironed out with the drainage dis- 
tricts affected and work will start on re-

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For Third Straight Year

Lowers Taxes In County 


For the third straight year, the 
Palm Beach County Commission 
has sliced the annual tax levy in 
drafting its operating budget for 
the new year. The 1953-54 budget, 
totaling $4,597,715, has been ten- 
tatively ado ted by the commis- 
sion and ‘will Be presented for final 
adoption on July’ 27. 

The tax reduction this year, ac- 
cording to Commissioner Paul 
Rardin is .02 mills which brings 
the total county levy to 11.63 fills. 
Last year the figure was 11.65 
which also represented a .02 mill 
saving to the tax payers. 

By applying strict economy pol- 
icies to projected expenditures for 
the coming year, it was possible to 
meet rising costs and still affect a 
Saving in the tax levy, Rardin said. 

Rising costs have pushed the 
county's budget up -more than 
$100,000 over last year's budget, 
with the boards operating ex- 
penses for the coming year set at 
$3,042,663. The rest of the county 
budget is made up of special road 
and bridge district financing which 
accounts for $1,555,152, 

According to the budget figures, 
one of the principal boosts in next 


Objector Swamped| 
When He Opposes 
Veterans Group 


Objections to budgeted expendi- 
tures for operation of county vet- 
erans service offices were swamp- 
ed at a public hearing this ` week 
before the county commission as 
Supporters of the vet group seem- 
ed assured of victory. Original ob- 
jections to the proposed $18,840 
expenditure was raised before the 
commission last week by Sylvan 
Burdick, West Palm Beach ~at- 
torney, who claimed that the work 
of the county service office:s wa: 
a duplication of work being done 
by the Veterans Administration, 

At the public hearing this week, 
Burdick stood alone-against a jam- 
packed audience’ which crowded 
into the room to speak for the 
county veteran service group,\Bur- 
dick opened the discussion by re- 
peating his objections of last’ week 
and pointed out that the Veterans 
Administration -has three or four 
contact men hefe to handle vet- 
eran’s.cases and that these contact 
men pave ample time to take on 
wma hore cases. 

‘The attorney said that the only 
place where the VA probably did 
not provide a convenient service 
was in the Glades. 

“Since we are living in an age of 
handouts,” Burdick said, “it’s not 
‘unfair if the Glades veterans. have 
to come into West Palm Beach if 
he is seeking a benefit.” 

“Do we have to have someone 
‘sittmg in our laps handing out 
‘them benefits,” Burdick asked. 

It was this statement that caus- 
*ed Commissioner Paul Rardin, 
‘Gandl Point, to emphatically state 
“We in.the Glades don’t have our 
hand out looking for something.” 

‘Rardin said that he had followed
